Warden C. M. Stone explained 
that the state penitentiary here 
had only a double trap and that 
it was decided the condemned 
men should toss the coin to de­ 
termine which two should die 
simultaneously . 
Booth and Travis were bap­ 
tised y esterday in the fountain at 
the penitentiary by the Rev. F. 
W. 
Sigler, 
protestant 
prison 
chaplain while fellow prisoners 
gazed in awe through 
barred 
windows into the courtyard. 
The three, who spent 
their 
last days reading the Bible and 
talking with the prison chaplain, 
told Warden Stone 
y esterday 
they were “ prepared to go.” This 
was after Governor Homer A. 
Holt denied executive clemency 
to Travis and Adkins. The State 
Supreme Court previously had 
declined to intervene. 
Booth, who made no appeal, 
wrote a letter to the governor as­ 
serting he was responsible for 
the kidnaping. The other two 
said Booth got them drunk and 
“ talked them into it.” 
Dr. Seder was kidnaped from 
his South Huntington home and 
held captive eleven day s in an 
abandoned mine pit. He was left 
unguarded and escaped, but died 
four days later of pneumonia 
phy sicians said caused caused by 
exposure. 
Within 30 hours agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
who had been working secretly 
on the case, arrested the three 
defendants. A demand for $50,000 
ransom was never met.
